FRENCH OUTRAGE 
AT THE SOCIETY ISLANDS 
The following is a copy of a Letter from Rev. L. 
E. Threlkeld, English Missionary. forw irded through 
the Captain of the French frigate at New 


Wales, to the King of France. It is copied from the

To His Most Christian Majesty, Louis Phi ippe, 
Ning of the French, &¢. &c. & 


Ebenezer, Luke Mar quarie, ~Vew Sonth Wales, 
December Sth, 1838 
Majesty's 
frigate, the Penus, threatening war Against the 
Queen of Tahiti, is the oecasion of ny respect- 
fully addressing your Majesty on the sulijec t. 

‘The best vears of my lite have bee n spent 
in those islands, and these ports, far from my 
native dand, ‘testifying repentance towards 
God and fiith towards our Lord Jesus Christ.” 
The Holy Spirit of God blessed our labors, and 
changed the hearts of the Tabitinn<: they east 
their idols to the flames, and became followers 
of the Lamb. 

Such being the relationship in whieh I stand 
towards the Queen of Tahiti, it becomes my 
duty to stete on her behalf the character of that 
war which the French nation threatened to de- 
clare against Tahiti. 

Your Majesty’s flag had received no insult; 
your Majesty's civil or military subjects had re- 
erived no personal myury; 


Sire,—The recent visit of your 


' sustained no spol 
tron of prope rity; ane, to evince th t national 
prejudice did not exist against the French as a 
nation, a Frenchman, Me. Tessier, a missiona- 
ry, lived for many years without molestation, 
amd died at Tahiti! 

The Roman Catholic priests, on whose ac 
count the hostilities were threatened, came to 
Tahiti, not as civil subjects of your Majesty, 
the King of the representatives 
of your Majesty; they came as priests of the 
Pope of Rome, subject to him alone as emissa- 
ries of the Romish pontil: not to promulgate 
your Majesty's commands, buat those of the 
Pope; not to subjugate the Queen of ‘Tabiti, 
and her subjects, to the throne of France. tut 
to that of a foreign despotic Prince of the 
Court of Rome! This insidious attempt at 
subjugation the Queen rejected, and im com. 
manding the departure of the priests, exercised 
that right which, aeeording to the law of na. 
tions, all “the Powers that be” exercise in 
their own territories towards aliens, A British 
sulject, a Mr. Giles, was prevented, through

mind of Pomare, the King of Tahiti, from re- 
maintig on the island, and was necessitated to 
return to England, although sent out ly the 
London Missionary Society for the purpose of 
lve nefiting the King! Hix May sty exercised 
his own legitimate right, nor did Great Britain 
attempt its invasion, Had Mr. Giles resisted 
the intimation from the King to leave "Tahits, 
and suljected himself to be forcibly removed 
from the island, no human, ne divine law, 
would recognize his expulsion other than the 
deserts of his own temerity. History records 
a similor line of conduct in the Queen of Eng- 
land, who suffered not Parapaglia, with bis 
courteous letters frou the Pope, to land in 
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England; and in the following year the Pope's | 
nuncio received a similar refusal, when a sec: | 
ond attempt at the conversion of England was | 
made,

flag; and 2,000 dollars were demanded of a 
Sovereign who had no revenue, and whose Ex-| 
ehequer was nought! Your Most Christian 
Majesty has received the 2,000 dollars from «| 
Queen who had but just emerged from barbar- | 
ism and idolatry to the profession of the Gos- 
pel of peace; and, but for British Christians, 
who instantly supplied the sum to prevent 
bloodshed, the pages of history would be sul- 
lied with the record of a victory to the dishonor 
of your Most Christian Majesty’s fame. 

America sent not ber fleet to liberate her 
missionaries when held captive by the Bur- 
mese; vor did England unfurl her flag, and 
despatch a ship of war, when the British mis- 
sionaries were driven from ‘Tahiti, and some 
of our number were martyred, in the attempt 
to introduce Christianity amongst the island- 
ers; nor, more recently, when New Zealand 
ferocity drove English missionaries from their 
settled residence, plundered their habitations, 
and spoiled them of all their goods, no Chris- 
tian missionary ever thought of soliciting for 
the cannon of England to thunder against their 
then persecutors, to enforce re-entrance. They 
knew that their Master’s kingdom was not of 
this world, else would his servants fight; they 
asked not for the fire from heaven, nor do their 
Master’s precepts allow them to solicit the fire 
of earthly Kings! No, your Majesty, Eng- 
land and her Christian missionaries have not 
so learned Christ. 

When the blessed Saviour, our Divine Lord 
and Master, sent forth his disciples to preach 
his Gospel of peace, his precepts were, “Go 
forth as lambs amongst wolves.” ‘* When 
they persecute you in one city, flee ye into an- 
other.” ‘Into whatsoever city ye enter, and 
they receive you not, go your ways out into 
the streets of the same, and say, Even the very 
dust of your city which cleaveth on us we do| 
wipe off against you.” And faithful ministers 
of Christ believe in and dread the denunciation | 
of our Lord Jesus Christ to the Apostle Peter, | 
that “ They that take the sword shall perish | 
by the sword.” But when Mahomet with his| 
emissaries went forth to convert the East, | 
The sword was the key of heaven,” and war | 
or Moslem faith the alternative. 

Your Majesty is aware that the Roman} 
Catholie priests, the emissaries of the Pope of | 
Rome, went to the South Sea Islands, not to 
convert to the Gospel of Christ, for that had| 
been already received in truth, and idolatry | 
overthrown; it was known that their object) 
Was not to represent your Majesty, not to re- 
side as civil subjects of the French nation, but} 
avowedly to subjugate the Tahitian nation, as| 
well as every other nation to which they could 
gain access, to the assumed despotic power of 
the Pope of Rome! The Queen therefore | 
probibited their entrance, not as Frenchmen, | 
your Majesty’s civil subjects, but as Roman | 
Catholic missionaries from the Pope; and in| 
exercising that right on Christian principles, 
and according to the law of nations, doing no} 
personal violence, your Most Christian Majes-| 
ty will, itis hoped, be induced to consider that 
the subject is purely a question of religion, and 
not a matter of state, and to perceive the jus- 
tice of returning the money levied on the| 
Queen of ‘Tahiti, and exacted at the point of 
the sword.

SANDWICH ISLANDS,

Mra. Wiuiris,—Dear Sir,—I! have thie day re- 
ceived na letter from the Rev. Hiram Bingham, at the 
Sandwich Islands, only FiGHry-FouR days from 
date, and, though it may not contain all that every 
body would wish to see and know, it may pay your 
readers for a perusal. 


Some extracts are at your dis- 
posal. 


Yours truly, fr. Spacipine. 
Honouvunyv, Jan. 10, 1840. 

Dear Brother,—I remember you take large 
sheets, and fill them full of love, and interest- 
ing faets and remarks. Being indebted to you 
for three, at least as a sharer, Lam going to 
imitate you inthe first particular, and send you 
a large sheet. I thank you many times, for 
your continued remembrance of us, and your 
unceasing endeavors to disarm opposition, and 
to call forth the more vigorous and well di- 
rected efforts of our friends, to aid the blessed 
eause of Christ among the perishing heathen. 
We have heretofore been like hushandmen, 
sowing and reaping, and filling our arms with 
golden sheaves, while our enemies have on 
every side, been wasting their ammunition, by 
random shots at the laborers, few and small, 
nearly buried up in the products of the field. 

Bullets fly as often, and as swiftly perhaps, ns 
ever, and when small arms and light missiles 
make little impression on our poor defenceless 
bodies, we take a broadside now and then, 
with the French or the Pope. It is rather as- 
tonishing that we have not gone to atoms be- 
fore this. But the gospel is not vanquished, 
There has been a manifest increase of the fa- 
vor of God on our work, and though there may 
be a difference of opinion among the missiona- 
ries as to the degree of increase, yet as to the 
fact, there is but one voice. ; 

The sudden increase of communicants in 
our community of churches, from two thou- 
sand to sixteen thousand, where every mis- 
sionary requires evidence of repentance and 
faith in Christ, asa prerequisite to the fellow- 
ship of the church, and a rigid discipline is 
generally maintained, gives strong evidence 
that God has been doing a great work here, 
though I have great reason to tear, that some 
have been admitted too hastily, and considera-| 
ble numbers in those eases, will be likely to 
fall away. God knows them that are his, © 

In the two churches in Honolulu, there are! 
about two thousand communicants, and the 
eases of discipline and excision are few, com- 
pared with such numbers. Should the Roman 
Catholics leave us unmolested, a great and 
glorious harvest might soon be expected to be 
gathered from all parts of the Islands, The} 
powers of Anti-Christ may distress us, and em-| 
barrass our cause, but cannot defeat it, if its 
friends are faithful. 

This mission has been cradled in the rock- 
ings of the storm, and is approaching to the} 
age of twenty-one,” as we say, in cireum- 
stances to call forth the energies of manhood ; | 
and while its reliance is unimpaired on its 
great Father and Benefactor, I do not helieve | 
he will leave it now, to be trodden under foot| 
by France, or exterminated or defeated by en-| 
vious Rome. No efforts perhaps will be spar-| 
ed to give Romanism an ascend incy here, | 
but there is no restraint to the Lord, to save 
by many or hy few. 

A breach has been made in the bulwarks of 
temperance, but we must repair it. Capt. 
Belcher advised to admit ram, with a duty of 
one dollar on the gallon, supposing such a du- 
tv would keep the matter within safe bounds. 
The French said, five per cent ad valorem 
was the highest duty to be imposed, and in- 
sisted that the prohibition should be taken off 
from French brandy. 

My health is such, that | can preach two full 
length sermons in native, in a thatched house.

and that the success of the enterprise of the 
world’s conversion, must depend upon the out- 
pouring of the Holy Spirit, in greater measure, 
and longer continuance, 

Rev. Dr. Anderson, before proceeding to 
communicate intelligence, alluded to the cir- 
cular which bas been addressed by the com- 
mittee to every pastor throughout the country, 
who was supposed to be able and disposed to 
aid the Board, in the present crisis. This cir- 
cular bas been heard from in many eases, and 
the committee have much to be 
couraged.

Numerous letters and journals have been | 


received since the last monthly coneert, from 
different missions; though the expected letters 
from the Sandwich Islands have not yet ar- 
rived, " 

On the 7th of last month, Mr. and Mrs. 
Grantembarked for South Africa; and on the 
9th, Dr. Wright embarked for Sinyrna, on his 
way to the Nestorian mission. Mr. and Mrs. 
Robins and Dr. and Mrs. Tracy, bave return- 
ed from the Siam mission. They came with 
the approbation of the committee. The ship 
Arno, having on board the large company of 
missionaries for Siam, arrived at Singapore on 
the 234 of October. It was expected that this 
ship would go all the way to Siam; but for 
some reason it did not, and the missionaries 
were, at the last advices, waiting at Singapore. 

The mission at Borneo, composed of mis- 
sionaries from the Reformed Duteh Chureh, 
may now be regarded as fairly commenced. 
We have heard of the arrival of Messrs. Doty 
and Younglove at Borneo, and of the depart- 
ure of Mr, Nevins from Singapore. Mr. 
Thompson who is now residing at Batavia, 
according to the peculiar regulations of the 
Dutch government, hus been bereaved of bis 
excellent wife. Herdeparture was serene and 
triumphant, and she did not regret, but rejoiced 
that she had taken leave of her home and 
friends, to lay down ber life in a strange land 

Mr. Houston, of the Greek mission, bas 
been afflicted in like manner. His wife died 
in great peace in Upper Egypt, (whither they 
had gone with the hope of restoring her health) 
twod ys after the death of Mrs. Thompson 
He has returned to his labors at Areopolis, a 
residence involving about as much of the mis- 
sionary life as any other, 

The state of things in Greece, though sub- 
ject to strong alternations of light and shade, 
is still progressive. Last year it seemed as if 
the powers of darkness were gaining the as- 
cendaney. Near the close of the year, a con- 
spiracy was discovered at Athens, against all 
civil and religious liberty. The first day of 
this year was to have been a second Barthol- 
omew’s day, involving the death of the king 
and queen and all the Protestant missionaries 
The discovery of this conspiracy must neces- 
sarily in the activity and influence of 
those few Greeks, combining high talent and ed- 
ucation, who are seeking to diffuse some of the 


‘rense 


choicest principles of the reformation among 
their countrymen, The prospect: has 
been better for Greece than at this moment; 
and if for Greece, then also for Turkey. 

At Constantinople, after a sharp diseussion 
the of the Armenians, it 
was resolved to recall all the exiles, except Ho- 
hannes, who was regarded as too dangerous a 
tnan to be recalled. But, afterwards, through 
the mediation of an English physician, the 
young Sultan gave peremptory orders for the 
recall of Hohannes. The patriarch made as 
much resistance as he dared to make. 

Dr. Grant has succeeded in penetrating the 
Kurdish mountains, to the residence of the in- 
dependent Nestorians. He passed up the Ti- 
cris, from Mosul, and entered the mountains 
on the west side, which is a route of compar- 
ative safety,

The passage on the eastern side, 
which is within a few hours journey of the 
station at Ooroomiah, is more dangerous. Dr. 
Grant was doubtful whether to remain some 
time where he was, or to retrace his steps and 
proceed on to Syria, or to brave the dangers of 
an eastern route to Oorvomiah. He reeom- 
mends forming a station at Mosul, the site of 
the ancient Nineveh, preparatory to the forma- 
tion of a station among the independent Nes- 
torians. Mosul would be approached from 
Syria. The speaker said we had cause for 
grateful joy that the attempt of Dr. Grant has 
been suceeessfal. It om iy be an opening fora 
still more interesting field than we now have 
among the Nestorians, though the field now 
occupied among them, is one of the most inter- 
esting in the world. Mr. and Mrs. Jones have 
arrived at the Nestorian Mission. It being 
late in the season, they had some uneomfort- 
able weather in crossing the mountains. 
Though the usual intelligence had not yet 
arrived from the Sandwich Islands, two letters 
had come to hand, one by way of Mexico and 
New Orleane, from Mr. Bing , tated a 
year avo, and one from Mr. Richards, dated 
about a month after the visit of the French 
frigate VArtemise. Mr. Bingham says, the 
translation of the whole Bible is at length 
completed. The last portion was done a few 
days less than nineteen years after the landing 
of the first missionaries. Then the language 


Was unwritten, and the natives were in a state | 


of complete barbarism. Now the people have 
a written language, with the whole Bible, and 
books on various subjects; children are in- 
structed in reading, writing, arithmetic, gram- 
mar and geography; a college is in successful 
operation; there are two churches in the town 
at Honolulu, with 1400 members; and about 
10,000 have been admitted to the other ehurch- 
es inthe Islands. Mr. Bingham’s church the 
last year contributed about £300 towards his 
support; more than $400 to send a printing 
press to the Indians of Oregon; and they are 
building a large stone church. This letter 
gives an account of the sudden death by palsy 
of Kenou, or Kaahumanu 2d. There is no 
one that ean yet fill her place. 

The other letter was from Mr. Richards, rela- 
ting chiefly tomatters of business. Mr. R. states 
his apprehension that the visit of the French 
frigate might do great injury, in leading many 
of these ignorant people to take up with the 
“easy way to heaven” offered by the papal re- 
ligion. 

Dr. Anderson also read some very interest- 
ing extracts from a journal of Mr. SchaufMler, 
on a visit to Odessa and several German villa- 
ges near that place, and in Bessarabia. Intro- 


ductory to those extracts he stated, that in the: 
course of the last haif century, there had beeu! 
a considerable emigration of Germans into the 
southern provinces of Russia. Colonies had 
heen established at intervals to the extent of) 
1000 miles, from Bessarabia to the Astrachan.! 
One of these emigrations to the number of 
some thousands, was occasioned by a belief 
| that Christ was to commence his personal reign 
| in 1886, in the country near the mountain of 
Ararat. The poor infatuated people suffered 
terribly from sickness, and from the war be-| 
tween Russia and Persia. But the greater 
part of the colonists had no religious motive, 
but were led on by inducements held out by 
the emperor Alexander. 

Mr. Schaufller was originally from Odessa; 
and in 1836, he made a visit to this place, | 
where his labors were greatly blessed, by the 
outpouring of the Holy Spirit. He made 
another visit last summer, on his way to Vi- 
enna, to print the Hebrew-Spanish Bible. His!
